As religious belief and 
I henry are not based upon intellectual conviction, 
sung largely dependant upon the accident birth 
nd the force of environment, the l'rofessor is not 
ndy begging the question hut has really furnished 
one of the strongest arguments against the Chris- 
tian religion that it has been our good fortune to 
come across. 

One of the principal contentions of the Christian 
world is that the events, or supposed events, as re- 
corded in the New Testament, are true. Upon the 
truth or falsity of those events depends the entire 
Christian conception of religious belief and theory. 
If the events of the New Testament can be proved 
to he true, the Christian world is furnished w ith a 

tangible working basis. Should the reverse acrue 
the Christian religion is deprived of its essential 
qualifications and credentials and is lige a ship 
Without sad or ru.ldc. in a storm. 

For example, the Christian religion asserts that 
the miraculous conception of Jesus is true. If that 
event is not historically true then the entire fabric 
of Christianity is materially a fl eeted and must ac- 
cept the charge of being false. Does it not follow, 
then, that the very essentials of the Christian re- 
ligion has somthing to do "with the credibility and 
authenticity of certain documents;" [f the docu- 
ments of tiie New Testament are incredible the vi- 
tality of the Christian religion is assailed. If they 
are not authentic then the doctrine of inspiration 
..comes absolutely null and void. Had there been 
No Christ there would have been no religion named, 
after him and as an alleged "historic event" his 
oirth, life and death, constitute the very founda- 
tions of the religious cult that carries his acquired 
title. Bis crucilicion, death and resurrection are 

proclaimed as "accurate and truthful historic 

events" upon which is altogether "dependent" the 
most important part of the Christian religion. De- 
stroy or impair them and you have to that extent 
destroyed or impaired the Christian religion. In 
this respect the learned professor has contributed 
a strong argument to the Freethough! side of the 
religious proposition, although we are inclined to 
believe that it was unintentional Upon his part. 

If it was intended that the statement should be 
made to apply to religion pure and simple, without 
specifying any form of religion, simply to regard 
the religious "idea" as it is called, then there" 
may he some basis for Professor Lovejoy to work 
upor. We must fall admit that whatever there is 
'of (^Ugion iii ma)i it can only be a matter of per- 
sonal experience, for beyond that the individual 
cannot go. Different experiences lead to different 
notions concerning religion. There is nothing per- 
taining to worship or doctrine suggested by the 
innate experiences of man. All these forms are ac- 
quired, being taught and retaught from one gen- 
eration to another. Man left alone, that is, with- 
out so-called religious instruction, would develop 
into practical Atheism. It is an impossibility to 
associate the god-idea with any of our practical, 
personal experiences. Cod does not appear in them 
in any shape or form, if by religion, is meant to 
include the god-idea, then the proposition is er- 
roneous and cannot be made to withstand criticism. 
Freethought has long argued that the final unity of 
opinion concerning religion, and its concomitants, 
will never be reached by scholars iind thinkers be- 
cause of their personal experiences, iind this very 
fact ritiats the theological argument. Man enjoys 
some inner lights of reason which direct and guide 
his outed experiences, but these have not!. Qg to 
lo with religion or any of its forms of worship, 
for left to reason, religion will die. 

The l'rofessor professes to believe that the Chris- 
tion church will not depend for its future vitality 
Upon the importance it decides to attach to so-call- 
ed history, iind upon the hypothesis that be refers 
io so-called religious i istory, the Blade can heartily
